that of regular picture pointing.

cnlloch ami Mucneo themselves made 
money in their yonugerdays by decorat 
ing the lids of s-naffhoses. 
The average 


painter was frequently pretty much of a 
bohemian, living from hand to month 
and glad to clear off a tradesman's bil 
by painting the portraits of the'\vorthy 
shopkeeper and Ids wife. 


One of our best Imowu "artists tells 


how on occasion in the long years ago 
when hewas'eugaged at a sitter's house 
on the portraits of TI snccessfnl clergy- 
man and his family the dinner-hour ar- 
rived. Hewas not considered "genteel" 
enough to be asked to take a placo at the 
table, but the mistress of the .honso 
kindly sent to the parlor, where he was 
working, a pato of stewed rhubarb to 
kofp him from wearyiug while the fam- 
ily fed.—Magazine of Art.

TARIFF AXD 
FREE COINAGE. 


The Senate has presented to Mr. 


Beed, with its compliments, a substi- 
tute for his bond oil'. As Mr. Reed is 
in training for the Presidency and 
therefore in an amiable mood, it is not 
probable that he will make any public 
display about the substitute, but that 
he is secretly wishing the silver Sen- 
ators an eternal abiding placa on the 
•wrong side of heaven those who know 
bis sentiments have no doubt. It is 
feared that the bill will be consigned to 
the darkest pigeon hole in tho recesses 
of the Ways and Means Committee's 
room never to sse daylight again dur- 
ing this session of Congress, bat, ac- 
cording to report, that will not end Mr. 
Keed's trouble with the monetary 
question. 
It is believed that tbe 


Uiiivflpy tariff bill, which was passed by 
tbe House and subsequently referred 
to the Senate Finance Committee, will 
be returned to Mr. Reed with a free 
coinage amendment. 


A bill providing for increasing the 


duty Ou importa aad for the frpe and 
unlimited coinage oE silver will be 
something new in Congress. It will 
give those who Lelievo in a moderate 
duty on wool and othor products and 
also in the remonctiz .tioa of silver an 
oppoitanlty to vote for both at one and 
tho same time. It will also show the 
country how the Republicans in the 
House stand on these questions. That 
they favor the Dingley tariff bill there 
is no doubt as they passed it by unani- 
mous vote, bat whether they like it well 
enough to vote for it in connection \vith 
a free silver bill remains to bo seen. 
Will they defeat a tariff bill framed by 
themselves rather than vote for free 
coinage? or -will (hey for once assert 
their independence of the gold com- 
bination and vote for a measure that 
cannot fail to give very general satis- 
faction as it embraces the principle of 
protection and financial reform. If low 
tariff is the cause of dull times, as the 
Republicans allege, then tho Dingley 
bill will restore prosperity, and if the 
single gold standard is ths cause of tbe 
business depression, as tbe financial re- 
formers allege, if an act increasing the 
tariff and providing for free coinage is 
placed on the statutes, prosperity will 
be assured. At any rate an amend- 
ment to the tariff bill providiug for 
freo coinage will show the people how 
Congress stands on these issues and 
whether Sherman and Reed's hatred of 
silver overcomes their love for wool. 


RUSSIA AND TURKEY. 


Tho Alliance Known at the State De- 


partment. 


LONDON, February 3.—A dispatch to 


the (St. James Gazette from Washington 
says that a correspondent of that paper 
has the highest authority for an- 
nouncing that the entenie cordiale be- 
tween Russia and Turkey is known at 
the State Department and that it has a 
most important effect in modifying a 
plan the administration had prepared 
to compel Turkey to pay an indemnity 
for damage done to American property 
in Armenia. The correspondent says 
that in spite of the denials he knows 
that a naval demonstration was pre- 
pared. Secretary Olney entered into a 
communication with Russia and Great 
Britain asking 11 they would oppose 
the r.ction of tho United States against 
Tuikey. Groat Britain's reply.he says, 
was favorable, but Russia informed 
Olney that she preferred that there 
should be no naval demonstration, as 
Russia was negotiating to bring about 
the lesUnciliou or order in Turkey. L. 
E. De Ketzebue, tho Russian Minister 
to the United States, is said to have in- 
formed Olney that Turkey would pay 
any indemnity required.

THE TIIEASVUY STATESIKNT. 


The official statement of tho Treasury 


Department shows that the e\pendi- 
tnros of the Government for January 
and the seven months of the fiscal year 
to date have been $196,805,024, au in- 
crease of $9,612,000 over the correspond- 
ing seven months of tho fiscal year 
1894-95. 
The expenditures for the 


seven months of the current fiscal year 
have been $215,902,101, a decrease of 
$5,983,000, as compared with the cor- 
responding seven months of the last 
fiscal year. 


The custom receipts show a gain of 


$11.696,000 this year over the corre- 
sponding months of the last fiscal 
year, and the internal revenue receipts 
show a decrease of $3,270,000, and mis- 
cellaneous receipts 
show a gain of 


$1,180,000, as compared with the corre- 
sponding months of 1894-95. 


The decrease in expenditures are: 


Civil and miscellaneous,if6,061,000;navy, 
$3,069,000; pensions, $1,073,000. The in 
crease in expenditures 
are: 
War, 


1,080,090; Indians, $679,000; interest on 
public debt, $2,459,000. 


In January, 1896, the receipts were 


$29,23'i,670, an increase over January, 
1895, of $1,433,000, and over December, 
1895, of $2,940,000. The receipts from 
customs in January last show a loss of 
nearly $1,000,000, as compared with 
January, 1895, while internal revenue 
receipts show a gain of $2,000,000 less 
than for January, 1895, and $7,000,000 
more than for December, 1895. 


The gold reserve stood at $49,030,060 


last Saturday, but as bids for tbe new 
loan are to be opened to-morrow the 
reserve will probably be increased 
$100,000,000 in a few days. Th'at the 
Government 
should issue interest- 


bearing bonds for gold to keep in tho 
Treasury to supply the European de- 
mand for that metal is one of the great 
advantages which the Wall-street men 
tell us the country derives from ths 
single gold standard.

Tho Board of Oonuly Commissioners | 


met in regular session yesterday, the 
full board being present. 


The minutes of the last regular meet- 


ing was taken up for approval. Mr. 
Wm. Thompson was present, and in 
his own and in behalf of other tax- 
payers protested against the approval 
of that portion of the minutes wherein 
the order appears employing Toi-reysou 
&Summerfleld for the sum of $1,0001 
to assist the District Attorney in the 
tax suit against the Virginia & Truckee 
Railroad. 
Mr. Thompson said: 
"I 


wish to enter a protest to the action of 
the board in this matter as being illegal 
and unjust to the taxpayers of this 
ounty, and I ask that the contract be 


annulled and declared void." He pres- 
ented a communication from Attorney- 
General Eeatty, saying that his services 


never been asked, nor had he been 


consulted, but that he was willing to 
act in the matter. Mr. Alt moved that 
the portion relating to the $1,000 fee be 
stricken out, but the majority of the 
aoard remained silent. Finally Chair- 
man flymers stated that the action had 
seen commenced, and that it would 
make no difference whether the min- 
utes were approved or not, the attor- 
neys could sue and recover, as they had 
been regularly engager!. Mr. Hymers 
requested Mr. Thompson to file his 
protest in writing, and it would receive 
the attention of the board. Mr. Thomp- 
son then presented his protest in writ- 
ing, claiming that the engagement of 
Torreyson & Summerfield was illegal 
and that the action of the board was 
without the authority of law, for if the 
board could contract for $1,000 they 
could contract for $10,000 or any other 
sum. He also protested on the ground 
that the fee of $1,000 was exorbitant 
and unjust; that the Attorney-General 
and District Attorney, he believed, 
were competent and perfectly able to 
attend to the State and county in- 
terests in the suit without the aid of 
special counsel. 


The protest was read and placed on 


file.

, Months' Limitation.

There seems to ba au impression that 


the Governor cannot absent himself 
from the State for more than ninety 
days continuously without forfeiting 
hisToffloe. The General Statutes, Sec- 
tion 1670, says under the 
head of 


'' Vacancies:" 


"Every office shall become vacant 


upon the occurring of either of the fol- 
lowing events before the expiration of 
the term of such office: * * * 


"Seventh—The ceasing of the i 


cumbent to discharge the duties of his 
office for the period of three months, 
except when prevented by sickness, or 
absence from the State, upon leave, as 
provided by law," 


As Governor Jones is prevented by 


sickness from discharging the duties of 
Governor it would appear from the 
above that he is exempt from the three 
months limitation. 
In his present 


State of health it may endanger his 
life to remove him from San Francisco 
to Nevada and it appears that there is 
no occasion whatever for taking the 
risk.
